In spite of the fact that the Cubans themselves have 
done litte or nothing to establish conditions under which 
the American troops now sfationed in the island can safe- 


ly be withdrawn, the likelihood that those troops will 
have ‘o be kept there for perhaps eighteen months longer 
is provoking a great deal of unreasoning comment from 
the ative political leaders. As already noted in these 


colunns, the American authorities have found it neces- 
sary to take a new census of Cuba in order to get an en- 
rollment of those citizens who are entitled to vote for 
president and members of congress of the restored repub- 
lic. The taking of the census, including the tabulation 
and publication of the work, will require several months, 
after which several months more will necessarily elapse 
before the elections can be held. Then, too, the military 
forces of the island must be reorganized and placed in 
such condition that they will be capable of serving as an 
effective support of the government when the American 
troops are withdrawn. All these things will take time, 
and the statement that the Army of Cuban Pacification 
may have to remain in the island for another year. and 
a half is probably not far from the fact. This prospect 
is extremely distasteful to the native radicals, one of 
whom, General Loynaz Castillos, has cabled to the Secre- 
tary of War that such a delay would be “unjust and un- 
lawful” and declaring that “Cuba is anxious that her in- 
dependence be not postponed one day after July 4, 1908.” 
On the other hand, there is a large body of intelligent, 
conservative Cubans who frankly declare that the longer the 
American troops remain in the island the better for all 
legitimate interests. Some interesting testimony on 
this matter has also come from Americans officially con- 
nected with the administration of Cuban affairs. One of 
these, Mr. J. D. Terrill, who is connected with the fiscal 
service of the island, states in an article published in 
Dun’s Review that the record of the American interven- 
tion is one “of which the Americans need not be ashamed 
or with which the Cubans need be dissatisfied.” Mr. 
Terrili adds: “The occupation of the island by the Unit- 
ed Siates’ armed forces under the provisional government 
has | vought about peace in all parts of Cuba, convincing 
the warlike citizens that a further breach of the peace 
would result in disagreeable consequences, and has en- 
#led the sugar growers to gather their crop. At the pres- 
ent time the sugar crop has been practically gathered, and 
there is a fair prospect of gathering in a good tobacco 
crop, These two staple crops of the island are relied 
pon practically to keep the economic machinery going.” 
Ancther indication of the disheartening state of affairs 
n Cuba appears in the announcement of the Provisional 
Governor, Judge Magoon, that for the present at least he 

‘i have nothing to do with any of the various plans for 
! reorganization of the military forces of the island. Like 
many other responsible Americans who have had to deal 
with it, Governor Magoon is evidently disgusted with the 
ie Cuban situation, The Cubans themselves either 
| know what they want or else they are unwilling to 
‘e their want. The whole project of military reor- 
vuization is deadlocked and will remain so until the re- 

nsible leaders of the Cuban people come to their senses 
nd agree upon a plan which can be made operative. 
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Capt. Herbert H. Sargent, 24 U.S. Cav., contributes a 
‘thoughtful article on “Limitation of Armaments” to the 
fortheoming number of the Journal of the Military Ser- 
vice Institution, in which he contends that inasmuch as 
physical force, highly developed and scientifically organ- 
ized, is the surest guaranty of a nation’s peace, any check 
to the orderly expansion of our sea power would be in- 
viting disaster. Captain Sargent’s paper which, apart 
from its careful reasoning, is interesting as an Army 
officer’s plea for continued increase of the Navy, con- 
cludes as follows: “It might, on first thought, seem that 
the great powers of the world, in order to reduce ex- 
penses, could easily come to some agreement as to the 








limitation of their enormous naval establishments; but as 
sea power is of much greater importance to some nations 
than to others, it can readily be seen that such an agree- 
ment would be very difficult to make. Evidently an 
agreement, to be just, would have to specify different lim- 
its for each power, depending upon the relative impor- 
tance of its sea power with respect to the sea power of 
other nations; but this in itself would be most difficult 
to decide, even by impartial experts; and in a matter of 
this kind there are no impartial experts. Each nation, 
of course, would strive to have its own limit placed as 
high as possible, and it is very doubtful whether Ger- 
many or France would consent to have their limits placed 
lower than the limit placed on Great Britain, or whether 
Russia would consent to have her limit placed lower than 
that of Japan. It does not, however, follow from this 
that the great naval powers are to continue forever to 
increase their naval establishments, for the matter of ex- 
pense is bound, eventually, to put a limit upon them. 
Sut, under present conditions, there seems to be no good 
reason why the United States, with her small standing 
army, small national debt, and great natural resources in 
iron, coal and timber, should think seriously of limiting 
the size of her navy; and especially so, since it is abso- 
lutely necessary to her future defense, security and safety, 


and is powerfully instrumental in promoting the welfare - 


and prosperity of her people.”

The Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department 
have shown a commendable piece of enterprise in issuing 
a very handy illustrated booklet of 32 pages, entitled “The 
Making of a Man-o’-Warsman.” This gives full infor- 
mation relating to enlistments in the Navy, the life 
aboard ship, and the advantages of enlistment. It is in- 
terestingly told how landsmen are made full-fledged men- 
of-warsmen, how boys are trained as seamen at Newport, 
R.I. The various schools for enlisted men are described, 
and the pay and advancements stated, showing that the 
Navy affords inducements not only to apprentices and 
landsmen, but to machinists, firemen, clerks, stenogra- 
phers, book-keepers, musicians, hotel attendants, carpen- 
ters, plumbers, painters, ship fitters, coppersmiths, black- 
smiths, boilermakers, stewards, cooks and bakers. In ad- 
dition to the regular pay, the crew of a man-of-war has 
many opportunities to make extra money, and the amount 
each man can earn is clearly pointed out. What the 
Navy Department wants is honest, conscientious men, 
who will go into the Service with the intention of making 
it their life work, and sticking toit. Itis pointed out in the 
booklet that the notion often prevails that sailors are des- 
perate characters, and are to a large extent low foreigners. 
This is a grievous mistake, as the Navy Department will 
positively not accept recruits that are not of good moral 
character. As to foreigners, 95 per cent. of the men in 
the Navy to-day are American citizens, and none but 
American citizens are now accepted. The shortage in the 
number of men in the Service to-day is due to the fact 
that only a small percentage of those who apply for en- 
listment are accepted. If an undesirable character gets 
into the Service, which sometimes happens, he wil! soon be 
discharged when his character becomes known. The erro- 
neous belief about unduly severe discipline is touched 
upon, as well as disparaging reports about the Navy. The 
booklet makes very interesting reading and sets fortk 
facts relating to the life of a man-of-warsman in the clear- 
est possible manner, and should be a great aid in securing 
desirable men for the Navy. 
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Our “anti-imperalist” friends who have all along in- 
sisted that the Filipinos were simply aching for self- 
government will doubtless view the returns of the regis- 
tration for the Philippine elections with sorrow and dis- 
may. It appears, according to newspaper reports, that 
in the city of Manila, where native politicians did their 
utmost to arouse the populace, only 7,500 voters regis- 
tered—S800 of whom were Americans—instead of the 
18,500 which conservative estimators had expected. 
Counting the population of Manila at approximately 
262,000, it appears that only one resident out of thirty- 
five thought it worth while to qualify for the ballot. It 
is estimated that the registrations throughout the islands 
will not exceed 54,000—in other words, only one resi- 
dent out of every 145 was sufficiently interested in the 
forthcoming elections to enroll himself as a voter. If 
these figures indicate anything it is that the Filipinos 
eare little or nothing for the promised system of popu- 
lar government, and that the yearning for Philippine 
independence exists chiefly in the fevered imagination 
of the “anti-iniperialist” agitators here in America.

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The proposition to sel] Creedmoor rifle range and. es- 
tablish another one, is easy to make, but not so easy 
to act upon. The range was selected some thirty-three 
years ago after a careful search for suitable ground. 
Since that time the population in Queens has greatly 
increased, and the land which was purchased for $100 
an acre is estimated to be worth $2,000 an acre. While 
some stray bullets have found their way over the top 
of the embankments, very little damage has been done 
considering the millions of rounds of cartridges fired. 
It is possible that the range, by increasing the size of 
the bullet stops, could be made perfectly safe, but this 
would demand a considerable appropriation. The mil- 
itary authorities and the District Attorney of Queens 
County are now harmoniously discussing the matter, 
and it is hoped that a satisfactory solution may be 


reached. ‘The great cry against the range is believed to 


be largely due to land speculators. It would require an 
Act of the Legislature to sell the property and there 
are personal rights involved which should not be disre- 
garded.

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A Manila correspondent objects to extending the tour 
of duty in the Philippines for members of the Hospital 
Corps beyond that of others. He says: ‘As a logical se- 
quence but an infinitesmal fraction re-enlist in the Phil- 
ippines, or in the States, for that matter. The loss is that 
of the Medical Department, which loses men with training 
and experience and has to replace them with raw ma- 
terial, while a little thought and the same consideration 
shown the regimental units would doubtless do much to 
retain the time-expired men. As the writer is one of 
those sergeants first class who was ordered to the Phil- 
ippines at his own request, for a second tour, with the 
view of getting all the ‘double time’ possible, he has no 
personal interest in whether the tour is two, three or four 
years; it is the principle involved that leads to this com- 
munication. The Medical Department has trouble enough 
getting recruits for the Hospital Corps without carrying 
the self-inflicted handicap of a longer tour of tropical 
service than is required of any other body of enlisted men, 
to say nothing of the injustice to the men themselves.” 
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The practice of sending circulars offering inducements 
to men in one Army band to enlist in another will not be 
allowed in the future. Under date of June 24, 1907, a 
communication from the War Department was sent to 
commanding officers of all regiments of Cavalry, Field Ar- 
tillery and Infantry; of all Artillery districts; of Wash- 
ington Barracks, D.C., and the Superintendent, U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy, which read: “The attention of the War 
Department has been called to the fact that circulars have 
been sent to members of the different regimental bands, 
ofiering special inducements if they will join other Army 
bands, thereby causing dissatisfaction and a shortage of 
musicians in the various bands. The Secretary of War 
directs that you advise the officer in charge of the band 
belonging to the organization of which you are command- 
ing officer that the practice of sending circulars or other 
communications to members of other bands, offering them 
inducements to join the band under your command, must 
be discontinued, as the practice is prejudicial to good or- 
der and military discipline.” 
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Our officers at Fort DeSoto think of organizing a 
mosquito company for the purpose of attacking iron- 
clads, their experience having convinced them that a 
Florida mosquito is capable of piercing anything it 
sticks its sting into. The 39th Co., Coast Artillery, 
while engaged in their small arms target practice, which 
they recently completed, suffered terribly from the mos- 
quitoes. When a man was firing it was necessary to 
station another man behind him to keep them off. They 
will bite through a khaki suit, especially at those places 
where the suit fits a man tight. They go up one’s 
trousers and bite his legs; they attack his feet through 
the eyelets of his shoes, thus necessitating the wearing 
of newspaper undey the tongue of the shoes. Only a 
very closely woven fabric keeps them out. Last year 
they drove the guard out of the DeSoto guard house on 
several occasions, compelling them to repair to the wharf 
where the breeze kept the mosquitoes from getting a 
firm foothold. The mosquitoes at Fort Dade are bad 
enough, but not so hopelessly and totally depraved as 
those at DeSoto. 
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In the course of a paper published in the Deutsche Mili- 
taeraerztliche Zeitschrift, an eminent medical officer of 
the German army points out the great value of the ex- 
perience gained through the sanitary exercises during ma- 
neuvers. In former maneuvers the author, with the per- 
mission of the commanding officer, held morning confer- 
ences with the other officers, for the discussion of health 
measures used the preceding day; these meetings were 
very instructive, although lack of time made it necessary 
to consider only the most important matters. To encour- 
age the activity of the medical officers, in the work for 
sanitary measures, the author formed the Leipzig Sani- 
tary Officers’ Association, which met after the maneuvers ; 
and nothing stamps the interest of this branch of military 
science more than the fact that sanitary officers of distant 
garrisons came voluntarily to the meeting for this purpose,

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The executive committee of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion of America have decided the manner of the tests for 
places on the rifle team which will represent the United 
States in the international contest for the “Palma Tro- 
phy,” which will be held at the Rockcliffe Range, Ottawa, 
Canada, on Sept. 7. Lieut. Col. N. B. Thurston, N.G. 
NY., was appointed as captain of the team and is well 
qualified for this position, Other officers of the team will 
be appointed by the executive committee on recommenda- 
tion of the team captain. A preliminary contest for 
places on the team will be held at the new Ohio range at 
Port Clinton on Aug. 16 and 17. Those desiring to enter 
this contest will furnish a statement from the Adjutant 
General of their state, or any competent authority, that 
they haye, during the present year, attained a record in 
practice, or competition, of 95 per cent. at 800 yards, 90 
per cent. at 900 yards and 85 per cent. at 100 yards, in a 
string of consecutive shots. Second, in addition to the 
scores made in the above two days’ contest, there will be 
added those scores made in the ““‘Wimbledon Cup Match,” 
the “Leech Cup Match” and the “President’s Match,” ali 
matches of the N.R.A. which will be shot on the Ohio 
range, during the week beginning Aug. 19. From the ag- 
gregate of all those scores, the team will be selected. Nine 
on the basis of high aggregate, and three selected by the 
executive committee, making twelve in all, four of whom 
will be alternates. The eight men who will shoot in the 
match will be selected by the team captain, after prelim- 
inary practice in Canada. The team, after being select- 
ed on the evening of Aug. 24, will be assembled and 
trained on the Ohio range the week of Aug. 26 to 31, and 
will be taken to the Canada range in time to allow of 
four days’ preliminary practice there. The necessary 
funds to defray the expenses of the team will be raised by 
public subscription, which are and will be received at the 
Association’s office and by the team captain. In the pre- 
liminary trials the contestants will use their own rifles, 
but new .rifies will be supplied the team by the N.R.A. to 
be used in the match, 
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Thirty-eight student officers of the Army were grad- 
uated from the Infantry and Cavalry School and Staff 
College at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., June 29, the occa- 
sion having been signalized by addresses by Major Gen. 
J: Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, and the commandant of 
the school, Brig. Gen. Charles B. Hall, U.S.A. The 
five honor graduates of the class were: Lieut. George C. 
Marshall, 30th Inf.; Capt. Monroe C. Kerth, 23d Inf.; 
Capt. Charles D. Rhoades, 6th Cav.; Lieut. Royden E. 
Beebe, 29th Inf., and Lieut. Harry L. Hodges, 2d Cav. 
The five distinguished graduates were: Lieut. Morris E. 
Locke, Field- Art.; Lieut. Dennis H. Currie, Field Art.; 
Capt. Charles E. Stodter, 9th Cav.; Lieut. Lewis S. 
Morey, 12th Cav., and Capt. Upton Birnie, jr., Field 
Art.. The newspaper reports of the exercises quote Gen- 
eral Bell as saying in the course of his address: “There 
is something wrong in the Army. It is known in Wash- 
ington, and an effort will be made to correct it.” With 
reference to this General Bell says: “I remarked that the 
War Department was aware that there was some discon- 
tent.in the Army and a feeling that something was wrong, 
but thought it knew the causes and wquld seek to correct 
them. ‘The causes I did not mention, but had in mind in- 
adequate pay. and insufficient number of officers. A syn- 
opsis of my remarks not purporting to be verbatim was 
very well prepared from longhand notes by a reporter 
present and sent to the local paper, which detached one 
sentence, but slightly varying from what I said, about 
the. middle of the reporter’s synopsis, and quoted and 
printed it as the opening sentence of my remarks, and 
prefixed it with headlines which completed the false im- 
pression that I was darkly hinting at some mysterious 
trouble in the Army.” 
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Lieut.. Edward Y. Miller, 29th U.S. Inf., civil governor 
of the island of Paragua, or Palawan, as it was called 
during the days of Spanish rule in the Philippines, is con- 
fident that with proper care the cultivation of tobacco in 
that island would become a highly profitable industry. 
Referring to the subject in an interview published in the 
Manila American, Lieutenant Miller says: ‘Some time 
ago I visited North Borneo and while. there paid particu- 
lar attention to the cultivation of tobacco. I found that 
the principal species grown was none other than that fa- 
mous leaf known as ‘Sumatra wrapper.’ Hundreds of 
bales ‘of it are shipped to Holland annually and sold for 
the Sumatra leaf. The same kind of tobacco is produced 
in Palawan, but it is not properly cured, yet even then it 
is much sought for by natives of other islands, people com- 
ing from far away Panay to obtain it. I firmly believe 
that with proper cultivation and curing it would be very 
difficult to distinguish between it and the Sumatra pro- 
duction. I have seen it growing wild, the stalks stand- 
ing four and five feet high. ‘What must be the result 
when properly handled?” 
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The New York Tribune pertinently remarks: “Belated 
but welcome is the Secretary of War’s intention to seek 
from Congress at its next session an appropriation for 
entertaining foreign visitors at military posts. American 
officers. have for years been royally entertained while 
studying military conditions in foreign lands, and some 
governments have even been courteous and liberal enough 
to pay all the living expenses of our visiting officcrs, their 
guests. This country’s practice has been to let the officers 
foot all the entertainment bills, save in extraordinary 
cases. A picayune policy, indeed, and one which ought to

be changed at once. Similarly naval commanders in for- 
eign waters—and not infrequently at home also—ought to 
have’ an allowance to defray the cost of the hospitality 
which they are compelled to exercise by every considera- 
tion of personal courtesy and national credit.” An- 
other periodical, “Shipping,” says: “At the same time 
as the punch bow! of the Kansas was being filled by the 
citizens of that state with weak lemonade, the Tennessee 
and Washington were steaming to France to represent 
this country at the Bordeaux maritime exhibition. The 
daily press tells us that the officers of these ships are al- 
lowed to do all the entertaining they like while abroad at 
their own expense, as no special funds have been provided 
for the purpose. The question is what would be said here, 
should the officers of a special service squadron refuse all 
inv*tations while abroad, for the reason that they could 
not return them in kind? Maybe the how] which would 
surely follow might induce Congress to include in the next 
appropriations a special fund for the purpose of enter- 
taining naval guests.” 
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The Scientific American says: “We have heard much 
talk of late about the magnitude of the Panama canal 
undertaking in respect of the number of men employed, 
the time it wiil take to construct, and its total cost to the 
Certainly, $180,000,000, more or less, is a huge 
sum of money to be spent on a single work, even by a 
nation as wealthy as our own. Nevertheless, it is a fact 
that, at the present time, there are being carried out in 
New York new engineering works of magnitude, public 
and private, whose total cost has been estimated at not 
less than $600,000,000; and much of this work has heen 
planned, begun, and carried well on to completion, with 
not one-tenth of the discussion and world-wide advertise- 
ment, which has marked the operations on the Panama 
eanal.” The New York Central and Pennsylvania rail- 
roads are spending some $200,000,000, or more than the 
estimated cost of the Panama canal, in improving their 
approaches to New York, and the city is expending 
$£162,000,000 on a new water tunnel. Other large items 
make up the total of $600,000. 

In the Philippines, as elsewhere, the Army uniform 
serves as the subject of never-ending discussion. The spe- 
cial contention set up in the islands is that enlisted men 
stationed there should be supplied with uniforms made of 
the khaki obtainable in Manila, that fabric being, as is 
claimed, superior to the material used in the United 
States. “The situation is more acute here,’ says the Ma- 
nila Times, “because the Army comes into closer contact 
with uniformed men of foreign nations and because when 
it is a question of neatness and handsome appearance, the 
Philippine Constabulary and the Philippine Scouts out- 
shine the Army at every point.” It further says: “It has 
been definitely and conclusively proved that uniforms can 
be manufactured of better material, made better and far 
cheaper in Manila than anywhere else the flag of the Unit- 
ed States flies.” 
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Capt. Chas. J. Symmonds, commanding Troop H of the 
12th U.S. Cavalry, stationed at the Jamestown Exposi- 
tion, has, according to an official statement issued by the 
officers in charge, the most complete model camp on the 
Exposition grounds. Col. Philip Reade, 23d U.S. Inf., 
has also complimented Captain Symmonds most highly up- 
on his camp. Major H. G. Sickel, 12th Cav., is in com- 
mand of the cavalry branch of the Service stationed at the 
Exposition, and has under him Captain Symmonds, Co. H ; 
Capt. J. M. Morgan, troop G; Lieut. R. M. Campbell, 
commanding troop. F, and Lieut. G. A. F. Trumbo, com- 
manding troop E. The company kitchens of troop H are 
all completely fly-screened, and concrete sinks have been 
laid for the drainage of the camp. Frame hospital tents 
with the finest army mattresses have been supplied to the 
inen of Captain Symmonds’s troop, and his stables are as 
perfect and clean as those of a regular post garrison. 
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Under the heading, ““A Noble Newspaper Victory,” the 
Buffalo, N.Y., News says: “The Army AND Navy Jour-

Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A.. commanding the Army 
of Cuban Pacifieation, in reviewing the proceedings of the

The evidence fails to show just 
cause or provocation for this assault, and clearly indicates 
that the accused unlawfully trespassed and then added 
to this unlawful trespass the offense of a serious assault. 
with stones, upon the person of a native who had good 
reason to oppose his trespass. The wounds upon the 
heads of the Cubans were visible before the court at the 
date of trial, nine days after the infliction of said wounds, 
but the prosecution made no effort to put in evidence the 
actual extent of the injuries icceived at the time of the 
assault, failing to eall the hospital sergeant who adminis- 
tered medical treatment to the Cubans, and failing to call 
the two officers whose names appear as witnesses in the 
case, or the officer who signed the charges. All the cir- 
cumstances which would have tended to show the aggra- 
vated features of the assault were thus withheld from the 
knowledge of the court, resulting in a signal failure of 
justice. The court having found the accused guilty of 
the assault as alleged, imposed a forfeiture of $15, a pun- 
ishment so insignificant for the offenses committed as to 
impair the administration of military discipline. Subject 
to the foregoing remarks the proceedings and findings are 
approved. In order that the accused may not wholly es- 
cape punishment, the sentence is approved and will be 
duly executed.” 

We observe a statement by Private Grafton that he 
intends to return to the United States and join his regi- 
ment, 

J. i. B. Stuart, collector, has published a statement 
showing that the box in which Capt. William Morrow, 
2ist inf., brought dutiable goods from Havana was sup- 
posed by him to contain “old and worn wearing apparel” 
used by Major Slocum and family in Cuba, and he sup- 
posed it to be “free of duty.” Examination, however, 
showed it to be new foreign articles, which Major Slocum 
had intended te use in Havana, Cuba, but upon the return 
of his wife to this country, decided to forward to her. 
Major Slocum stated the facts to Captain Morrow’s 
clerk, who unfortunately left on furlough without commu- 
nicating this to the Captain. Hence the misunderstand- 
ing which has been satisfactorily adjusted by the return 
of the goods to Major Slocum in Cuba. 

The decision of the War Department to discontinue the 
sale of coca-cola at post exchanges is based on a letter 
of Surgeon General O’Reilly, in which he said: “It is 
dificult to obtain the exact composition of coca-cola as 
It is a seeret preparation and the ingredients are changed 
from time to time. It is known, however, to contain 
cocaine, kola-nut, caffein and about 2 per cent. alcohol. 
A soldier drinking a half dozen bottles of this preparation 
during. the day would get an indefinite quantity of cocaine 
and kola-nut, frem fifteen to twenty grains of caffein, and 
ahout the same amount of alcohol that would be obtained 
in an equal quantity of beer. Coca-cola is unquestionably 
‘ habit forming beverage, and in my opinicn should be 
excluded from the canteen.”

It is reported from Norfolk, Va., that some 500 mem- 
bers of the 2d South Carolina and 1st Kentucky Regi- 

Inents, in camp at the Jamestown Exposition grounds, 

on the night of July 3 engaged in a riot there, interfered 

with concessionaires, attempted to take possession of sev- 
eral shows on “The War Path,” and when the Powhatan 

Guards intervened a fight followed, several men being in- 

jured. The injured include Joseph Brasher, Co. G, Ken- 

tucky Regiment, probable fracture of skull from blow 
with blackjack; Preas, Powhatan Guards, elbow cut, 
fingers of right hand dislocated and face beaten ; Captain 

Carpenter, Powhatan Guards, struck in the breast with 

a stone; Adjutant Garwood, Powhatan Guards, and sev- 

eral others suffered slight wounds. Earlier in the night 

some of the soldiers, who, it is said, had been drinking, 
became disorderly, and were repeatedly cautioned by the 
guards. Later, when their number had increased to about 
three hundred, they threw aside all restraint and proceed- 
ed to do the “War Path,” ignoring doorkeepers, declining 
to pay admission fees and refusing to leave the buildings 
when ordered out. The Temple of Mirth, the Beauty 

Show, and Streets of Cairo were the principal sufferers. 

At the last named place about fifteen Powhatan Guards 

attempted to restore order, but were forced to use their 

sabers to beat the men back. Captain Carpenter and Ad- 
jutant Garwood, at the head of the guards, succeeded in 
ejecting the men, but the soldiers soon returned. Their 
number increased to five hundred. They again attempted 
to take charge of the shows, refusing to be disciplined. 

C. C. Hastings, of Co. H, Kentucky, and J. Thompson, 

of Co. D, South Carolina, were arrested as the ringleaders 

of the rioting. 
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A new type of wagon, which it is expected by the build- 
er will eventually replace the escort and the Army wagon, 
has been constructed at Fort Riley, Kan., under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Stone, master of transportation. The wagon 
has already been on the road for several practical tests 
and it is said has fulfilled every claim that its builder has 
made for it. With his long experience in the Quarter- 
master’s Department, extending over a period of thirty 
years, Mr. Stone has found that the escort and Army 
types have often proved unsatisfactory. The former has 
been found to be too light for heavy road and draft work 
while the heavy and awkward Army type has not the 
tonnage capacity that it should have. ‘The new vehicle, 
as far as weight is concerned, is a medium between the 
two, while ‘it can easily carry a third more tonnage than 
the cumbersome Army wagon. The wagon is provided 
with a driver’s seat and two water tanks, one on each 
side, with a capacity of fifteen gallons each. These tanks 
are a decided improvement, for the mules can be readily 
watered while on the march, and the capacity is sufficient 
io furnish water for an organization for the greater part 
of a day. Recently, the wagon accompanied one of the 
organizations from Fort Riley on a three days’ practice 
march and although loaded to near 6,000 pounds, six 
mules walked off with it to the tune of six miles an hour. 
Another wagon of the same type is being built and when 
the 2d and the 13th Cavalry squadrons start on their over- 
land march next month, there will be one of the vehicles 
with each outfit. ‘The new type has already been photo- 
yraphed for the Lenefit of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment. ‘ 
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A large meeting of the Irish Fellowship Club was held 
in Chicago, Ill. June 15, for the purpose of discussing 
the project of erecting a statue to General Sheridan. 
The guests of honor were Gen. W. H. Carter, U.S.A., 
commanding the Department of the Lakes; Major Hunter 
Liggett, 5th U.S. Inf., and Major Frederick W. Sibley. 
2a U.S. Cavalry, members of General Carter’s staff. 
After luncheon had been disposed of the president of the 
club, Elbridge Hanecy, stated the particular object 
of the gathering and cordially welcomed the soldiers who 
had honored the club by their attendance. He then intro- 
duced Right Rev. Bishop Fallows, who made a brief but 
stirring speech, in which he declared his full and active 
sympathy with the movement for the erection of a statue 
to General Sheridan. General Carter made an_ad- 
dress, saying in part: “The United States has adopted the 
right idea for disarmament. Here we have a standing 
army, sufficient to assure our position among nations and 
to preserve peace, without making an army of the entire 
nation, as is done on the continent of Europe. If the 
European countries would adopt the same plan and re- 
duce their forces to the minimum, the benefits of dis- 
armament would be derived without incurring the dan- 
gers that would accompany it.” All three officers were 
unanimously elected honorary members of the club, and 
the proceedings were brought to a close by the election of 
Andrew J. Graham as treasurer of the Sheridan Monu- 
ment Fund and the appointment of a committee of five 
to select a larger committee to finance the project.

A movement has been started to have the name of Jef- 
feson Davis as Secretary of War under the Pierce admin- 
istration restored on the walls of Cabin John Bridge 
which conducts the water supply of Washington into the 
city.

I. Philipps has asked President Roosevelt to authorize 
the restoration of the name and the proposal has been ap- 
proved from many sources.

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The question of the future of the Ute Indians who left 
their reservation last winter, and have been held by the 
tuilitary at Fort Mead, S.D., has been satisfactorily ad- 
justed by the Army officers.

Goethals,, C.E., U.S.A., and his staff, despite the loss in 
time caused by the strike of the steam shovel men in May 
and the heavy rainfall, the earth taken from the Culebra 
cut during May last exceeded 500,000 cubie yards. 
This result is regarded as excellent, in view of the diffi- 
culties surrounding the work.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Rear Admiral George C. Reiter, U.S.N., who _retires 
by the age limitation on July 6, 1907, is a native of Penn- 
sylvania and was appointed an active midshipman at the 
Naval Academy Sept. 20, 1861. He was graduated in 
1865 and was assigned to duty on the schoolship Sabine 
during 1865-6. Among other vessels he served on were 
the Lackawanna, Plymouth, Narragansett, Lehigh, Tus- 
carora, Nipsic, Ranger, Thetis, Detroit, Philadelphia, and 
Wisconsin. His last assignment to duty was as chairman 
af the Lighthouse Board. In the Spanish-American War 
he was in command of the transport Panther, and previ- 
ous to duty with the Lighthouse Board he was in com- 
mand of the Philippine Squadron of the Asiatic Fleet. 
Ile was in command of the Ranger at San José, Guate- 
mala, in August, 1890, at the time of the shooting of Gen- 
eral Barrundia, ex-Minister of War to that country. The 
General was a passenger on the Acapulco, a steamer car- 
rying the American flag, and running between San Fran- 
cisco and Panama. When the Guatemala government 
learned that Barrundia was a passenger on the steamer, 
it sent two boatloads of soldiers out to her when she ar- 
rived in the harbor, and the General was shot to death 
upon refusing to surrender. Commander Reiter was se- 
verely reprimanded in a letter by Secretary of the Navy 
Tracy. who held that Commander Reiter should have 
given General Barrundia safe asylum aboard his war- 
ship as the passenger steamer was flying the American 
flag. Commander Reiter requested a trial by court-mar- 
tial, but the Secretary refused his request. Commander 
Reiter’s course was generally upheld as the only proper 
one to take under the terms of international law. He 
was promoted to ensign in 1866, master in 1868, lieuten- 
ant in 1869, lieutenant commander in 1880, commander 
in 1890, captain in 1899, and rear admiral in 1905. His 
retirement will promote Capt. Eugene H. C. Leutze to 
rear admiral, Comdr. Austin M. Knight to captain, Lieut. 
Comdrs. John L. Purcell and Robert F. Lopez to com- 
inanders. 

Capt. David A. Hall, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, 
who was retired for age on June 23, 1907, is a native of 
Rhode Island, and served as an officer of the U.S. Navy 
during the Civil War from June, 1863, to August, 1866. 
He entered the Revenue Cutter Service as a third lieu- 
tenant, March 8, 1871. On the Atlantic ocean he had 
close on twenty years’ sea service; on the Great Lakes 
one year and eleven months, and on the Pacific ocean 
nearly four years. He was four years and three months 
on harbor duty, was five months co-operating with the 
Navy during the war with Spain, performed one year 
and two months in the Life Saving Service, and was two 
years and eleven months on special duty. 

Capt. John M. Hawley, U.S.N., who was retired with 
the rank of rear admiral on June 30, 1907, upon his own 
application after forty years’ service, was born in Massa- 
chusetts, and entered the Naval Academy July 23, 1863. 
After graduation in 1868, he was assigned to duty on the 
South Atlantic Station. Among other duties he served 
on the storeship Guard of the European fleet, was on the 
Wyoming aad Ticonderoga of the South Atlantic Station, 
was on torpedo duty, and on coast survey duty. He was 
in command of the coast survey vessel Silliman in 1877-8, 
and was on duty in the coast survey office during 1878-9. 
He served on the Wachusett of the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion, and was next on duty in the Hydrographic Office, 
and also the Branch Hydrographic Office from 1882 to 
1885. He was in command of the coast survey steamer 
Bache during 1885 and 1886, and rendered very valuable 
services while on duty in the coast survey. He’ com- 
manded the Nipsic on the Pacific Station from 1887 to 
1890 and was in the memorable hurricane at Samoa. _ He 
received a vote of thanks from the Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts for rare courage and ability displayed during 
the Samoan hurricane, which occurred in March, 1889, 
and was commended to the Navy Department by Rear 
Admiral Kimberly for zeal and energy in getting the 
Nipsic afloat after she was beached. He had entire charge 
of this work, and to his efforts in a large measure is due 
the fact that the Nipsic was finally afloat without more 
serious injury. His next duty was at-the Naval Academy 
in 1890, and after that he was on duty as executive ofli- 
cer of the Constellation. He was on the Detroit, and on 
duty in the Bureau of Navigation. He was assigned to 
command the trainingship Hartford in October, 1899, and 
was later inspector of the 5th Lighthouse District. He 
reached the grade of ensign in 1869, master in 1870, lieu- 
tenant in 1874, lieutenant commander in 1894, command- 
er in 1899, and captain in March, 1994. [lis last assign- 
ment was in command of the Wabash at Boston. 

Capt. William TH. Reeder, U.S.N., who was retired with 
the rank of rear admiral on June 30, 1907, upon his own 
application after forty years’ service, entered the Naval 
Academy Sept. 25, 1862, and was graduated in 1867. 
During his serviee in the Navy he served on Piscataqua, 
flagship of the Asiatic Squadron; on the Unadilla and the 
Delaware, also of the same squadron. He was on signal 
duty at Fort Myer in 1870, and served on the Wabash 
and the Shenandoah of the Buropean Squadron from 1871 
to 1873. He. subsequently served at the navy yards, Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia, on the Powhatan, on special duty 
at the Navy Department, at the navy yard, Portsmouth, 
N.H.; torpedo station, Newport, R.I., and was in com- 
mand of the despatch on special service during 1884 and 
1885. He took part in the expedition to the Isthmus of 
Panama in 1885, and was on special duty in the Navy 
Department, 1885 and 1886. He served on the Galena of 
the North Atlantic Squadron in 1886 and 1889, and was 
on duty in the Bureau of Equipment and recruiting, 
1889 and 1890. He also served at the Naval Academy 
during a part of the latter year. He was in command of 
the Charleston on the Pacific Station from June, 1893, 
to July, 1894, and was ordered to temporary duty under 
General Ruger, U.S.A., in command of a naval brigade, 
Oakland Mole, Cal., during the railroad strikes of that 
period. He subsequently commanded the Charleston on 
the Asiatic Station, was at the navy yard, Washington, 
D.C., and was in command of the schoolship St. Mary’s. 
He was assigned to duty as captain of the navy yard, New 
York, Sept. 15, 1906, and at the time of his retirement 
was in command of the U.S.S, Hancock. He was com- 
missioned ensign in 1868, master in 1870, lieutenant com- 
mander in 1894, commander in 1898, and captain in 1902. 

Brig, Gen. Charles F. Humphrey, Quartermaster Gen 
eral. U.S.A., was retired at his own request on July 
1907, as a major general after a most efficient service of 
over forty-four years. There are few men in the military 
Service more popular than the Quartermaster General. 
He is liked particularly by younger officers, to whom he 
has shown many kindnesses and given encouragement. He 
was prominent in the orgapization of the Military Order 
of the Carabao, and is Paramount Carabao, or president, 
of the Washington Corral. General Humphrey joined the 
Army as a private in the 5th Artillery, March 17, 1863, 
and has served in successive grades up to his present 


rank, In the Artillery he reached the rank of first lieu- 
tenant May 21, 1868, and he was appointed captain in 
the Quartermaster’s Department, June 23, 1870. He be- 
came brigadier general and Q.M.G. April 12, 1903. In 
1898 and 1899 he served as colonel and Q.M. of Volun- 
teers, and as brigadier general of Volunteers. For gal- 
lant services in action against Indians at the Clearwater, 
Idaho, July 11, 1877, he received the brevet of captain, 
and was also awarded a medal of honor from Congress. 
He voluntarily and successfully conducted, in the face of 
a withering fire, a party which recovered the possession 
of an abandoned howitzer and two Gatling guns lying be- 
tween the lines and within a few yards of the Indians 
while serving as first lieutenant, 4th Artillery. His record 
in Cuba was especially creditable, and also in the Philip- 
pines as chief quartermaster, where he served throughout 
most of the long campaign and rendered valuable services 
in connection with the expedition to Pekin during the 
Boxer Rebellion. In his letter to Secretary Taft asking 
for retirement, General Humphrey says: “My dear sir: 
1 have been in the military Service continuously for more 
than forty-four years, and during that time I have held 
every grade of rank from that of a private to that of a 
brigadier general. Much of my service has been ardu- 
ous. My service as Quartermaster General of the Army 
since April 12, 1903, having been especially so I should 
like, and feel that I am fairly entitled to relief from the 
burden of official responsibility that I have borne for so 
many years. Congress, largely on your recommendation, 
has been good enough to provide for my retirement with 
the rank of major general. In view of these facts and be- 
cause this is the beginning of a fiscal year and a favor- 
able time for my successor to enter upon the discharge of 
his duties, I respectfully request that I be placed upon the 
retired list of the Army. In making this application I 
desire to thank you, and through you the President, for 
the kindness and consideration that both of you. have 
uniformly shown me, and to assure you both of the high 
regard and friendly feeling that I entertain for you.

25, 1895, and was appointed quartermaster of U.S. 
Volunteers May 12, 1898, and was acting chief quarter- 
master of the Ist Army Corps, and was later appointed 
chief quartermaster of that command. He was ap- 
pointed chief quartermaster, Department of Mantansas, 
Jan. 10, 1899. He has had considerable experience in 
the purchase of cavalry and artillery horses for the 
Army, and is a recognized expert in this. General Ale- 
shire was associated with Genera! Humphrey while in 
Cuba and the Philippines, and he was with the relief 
column that marched to Pekin. His father was a volun- 
teer officer of the Civil War and served from 1861 to 
1870, receiving a brevet as captain for gallant service’ at 
the battle of Peachtree Creek, in Georgia.

None of the other gentlemen, however, ex- 
hibited any such degree of bashfulness. Vainly we 
watched the contents of the punch bowl. The tide ebbed 
only. High water non erat. Inexhaustible as was the 
bowl, it was always at low water. “You can think and 
think and think, ’till your brain is numb,” but the 
mystery of that phenomenon is inexplicable. Nevertheless 
one officer, more gifted with the genius of youth than the 
forbearance of wisdom was overheard to remark that he 
could not positively asseverate whether the intoxication of 
the champagne and the punch or the exhilaration caused 
by the presence of so many beautiful women gave him 
such a headache. Quien sabe? Curiously enough there 
were no heat prostrations. Souvenir hunters ran into 
heavy weather, for navy yard cobblestones lavishly and 
ostensibly strewn over the deck seemed the only detach- 
able articles of value.

General Wood has been finally overruled by the Secre- 
tary of War as to the wisdom of building a military 
prison for the Philippines at Fort McKinley. Directions 
have gone forward that work is to be taken up at once 
and prosecuted to a finish. General Wood made the 
point that with a regular transport service it would be 
quite as practicable to send all long-term prisoners to 
Alcatraz and not keep them in a tropical climate and 
under conditions of greater expense than in the United 
States. All general prisoners in the Army in the Philip- 
pines will hereafter be confined at Fort McKinley unless 
the condition of their health is such that to do so would 
be.apt to cost them their lives when they are to be sent 
home. The War Department, on the recommendations of 
General Wood, has ordered the expenditure of $50,000 on 
the construction of a special building for the use of the 
Signal Corps in the Philippines. The location of the 





proposed building is at Fort McKinley, near Manila.

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TIME TO GET TOGETHER. 

Inasmuch as we have in season and out of season 
urged the plea for a broader and more outspoken int-r- 
change of opinion and suggestion on Service questiv:s 
among officers of the Navy, we. note with special grat 
cation the general order issued by the Secretary of 
Navy on June 28, which appears on our. Navy page. 

This order tells its own story. It is an invitation .o 
all the officers of the Navy to get together in a comin... 
effort to improve the efficiency of the honored Service \o 
which they belong... That the order involves the bre 
ing of a precedent need not be denied. It is equaily 
true that certain precedents are more honored in 
breach than in the observance, and one of them, in «ir 
opinion, is that which has held fast to the arbitra:y 
principle that the sole function of the young officer of 
the Navy is to act. The principle of subordination |:1s 
properly required that he should express his opiniciis 
on professional subjects only when requested by iis 
superiors. In scores of extensive business establis!i- 
ments the young employee, instead of being admonished 
to tarry in Jericho until his beard be grown before 
venturing a word of suggestion to his employer, is iu- 
vited and encouraged to make all the suggestions he cin. 
He is told not to be disheartened if one or.a dozen of 
his suggestions prove valueless, but to keep.at it and 
perhaps he may ultimately hit upon one worth while 

A ease in point: One of the largest and most prospcr- 
ous manufacturing concerns in the state of Ohio, eu- 
ploying several thousands of operators. of both sexes, 
maintains what it calls “The Suggestion Box,’ inio 
which every employee is urged to place in written fori 
any suggestion or recommendation which, in the opinivu 
of the contributor, might, if adopted, tend to econon:y, 
efficiency in administration or increase in the busi ss 
of the establishment. Once a week these suggestio.s 
are carefully considered at a formal meeting of 
board of managers of the concern. Suppose one is cvi- 
sidered worthy of a trial, but involves the making of 
a large outfit of costly tools and other appliances. These 
are all paid for by the company. The process propos: 
by the workman is placed in operation and, if found (:- 
sirable after a brief test, it is continued. A careful 
account of the savings or earnings is kept and at tie 
end of a year fifty per cent. of its net gain in that 
period is turned over to the employee who suggested 
in addition to his regular pay. It is stated that in many 
instances these contributions to “The Suggestion Box” 
have brought their authors a yearly return in suns 
requiring four figures to express. 

What is the result of this system? In the first place 
it secures to the employers not merely the best physical 
labor of their employees, but their best thought as we'!l. 
There is no repression of originality or initiative in (sit 
yast concern. Every workman is encouraged to thivk, 
to create, to devise something that will help his em- 
ployers, the moving condition being that if he suece!s 
he shall share the gain. In the second place, this sysi::! 
has brought about in that establishment an impres»:\? 
exemplification of industrial co-operation in its hig! xt 
form, under which eyery employee, from the tep Tr ve 
to the lowest, is made to feel that he is a member «! 
the concern, that his advice is always welcome, and ‘: ‘ 
there is no bar to his advancement save those impe ed 
by the limitations of his own intelligence and zeal. 

The spirit of co-operation and individual enthusias” 
which prevails in this great establishment is preci: 
what is needed in the Navy—not only among the coir 
missioned but among the enlisted personnel. The raw! 
coal-passer in the fire room of the most insignificant :°~ 
sel of the national fleet should be made to understand 
that if he can suggest an improved method of ventils “ 
the Government will be mighty glad to hear from Bi. 
The youngest midshipman on board our finest battlesi'ip 
should have the assurance that a suggestion from 
looking to improvement in any branch of the Service 
be just as welcome at headquarters as if it came fr 
the admiral, In these days of high specialization in 0° 
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3 construction ‘and naval instruction and training it is in- 
‘ conceivable that any officer or group of officers should 
- know everything. It is equally. inconceivable that out 
S of a class of young men just graduated from the arduous 
= course ut the Naval Academy not one should be capable 
PS of making a helpful suggestion to the naval authorities.

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Comptroller R. J. Tracewell has reversed the former 
action of his department in refusing to allow Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood and his aide, Capt. Halstead Dorey, 4th 
Inf., the expenses of their journey from Manila to Bos- 
ton, where General Wood went in the summer of 1905 
to have a surgical operation performed. The General 
left Manila under a leave of absence order. On his ar- 
rival at Chicago, July 1, 1905, he met Secretary Taft 
on his way to the Philippines, when the matter was ex- 
plained to him. The Secretary gave General Wood a 
verbal order directing his journey from Manila to Bos- 
ton, and this was subsequently confirmed by a written 
memorandum attached to his pay vouchers. It appears 
that General Wood desired to have the trephining opera- 
tion done in Manila, but Surgeons Flagg and Davis in- 
sisted that he should have a specialist. To avoid alarm- 
ing his family by the report of his illness, General Wood 
was by his own request placed on a status of leave until 
he could arrive in the United Sttates and lay the matter 
before the War Department. To cure the defect in the 
original order the Secretary on Jan. 15, 1907, issued an 
order rescinding the leave of absence order and confirm- 
ing the verbal order placing General Wood on duty. On 
this state of facts the Comptroller concludes as follows: 
“The effect of the Secretary’s action is the same as when 
an officer travels on urgent public duty without previous 
orders having been obtained therefor, and the journey is 
afterwards approved by proper military authority as 
necessary for the public service. In view of the Secre- 
tary’s action specifically rescinding the order of the 
commanding general, Philippines Division, and approv- 
ing the travel of General Wood and Captain Dorey from 
Manila to Boston, as necessary for the public service, I 
am of opinion that said journey may be treated as one 
for which actual expenses and mileage are payable.” 
The total amount disallowed in the accounts of the dis- 
bursing officer, Col. Charles H. Whipple, U.S.A., for 
payments to the two officers was $1,270.43. Of this dis- 
allowance the Comptroller approves $74.34, leaving a 
balance of $1,196.09 to be refunded to the two officers. 
Among the items finally disallowed are charges of nine 
dollars by General Wood, and seven dollars and fifty 
cents by Captain Dorey for hotel bill and transfer of 
baggage at San Francisco, it being held that the sea 
voyage ended at the wharf in San Francisco. Each of 
the officers was allowed $231.56 mileage from San Fran- 
cisco to Boston, 3,308 miles, and his actual expenses from 
Manila to San Francisco. 
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Walter J. Morris, a sergeant in the U.S. Coast 
Artilery, stationed at Fort Hancock, N.Y., was tried 
and convicted. of assault before Justice Foster and 
a jury in the Court of General Sessions at Freehold, N. 
J.. June 24. Owing to the question of’ jurisdiction 
raised, Morris was defended at the trial by H. P. Lind- 
abury, the Assistant District Attorney, District of New 
Jersey. Morris was in charge of the power house at Sandy 
Hook and was charged by a civilian employee named 
Snyder with having committed an assault upon him 
when he tried to enter the building. It was contended 
by the Government that the soldier was acting in the 
discharge of his duties, and that for this reason, as well 
as because of the question of jurisdiction, he was en- 
titled to be defended by the Government’s attorney. On 
the question of jurisdiction Mr. Lindabury read from an 
act passed in 1804 ceding the Sandy Hook reservation 
to the Government and granting it “all civil and crim- 
inal jurisdiction therein.” Judge Foster, in refusing to 
dismiss the case on the ground of want of jurisdiction, 
said that in view of the importance of the question to the 
municipalities in the immediate neighborhood of the fort 
it should be decided by a higher court, though he was in- 
clined to agree with the Government. Morris, after being 
tried and convicted by a jury which recommended him to 
mercy, was sentenced as a penalty to pay the costs of the 
trial, about $30, within ten days, that time being allowed 
the government to get out a writ of error to take the case 
up to the higher courts. Concerning the case, Mr. Linda- 
bury writes us, saying: “I might say that while Morris 
was convicted, the facts showed clearly to my mind that 
he acted in self-defense, and if an assault was committed 
it was really committed by the complaining witness on 
Morris. I have no doubt Morris was somewhat preju- 
diced by the evident wish of the court to have the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction passed upon by the higher court—a 
conviction being absolutely necessary to secure this end— 
and I am informed there is a strong local prejudice 
against the Army men.”

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A statistical report of lake commerce passing through 





-canals at Sault St. Marie, Mich., and Ontario, during 


the season of 1906 has been prepared and published under 
direction of Col. Charles E. L. B. Davis, C.E., U.S.A. 
From this it appears that 51,751,080 tons of freight were 
carried through the American and Canadian canals to- 
gether. This represented $537,463,459 in value, and the 
freight on it was $36,666,889. Of the freight 95 per cent. 
was carried in American vessels. When the first canal was 


openéd fifty-two years ago the freight tonnage was 14,503, 
The increase in tonnage each year has averaged about.20 
per cent. Last year it was about 16 pet cent. Since 1885 
the cost per freight ton has been reduced from 9,49 mills, 
to 1.99 mills. The percentage of freight carried by sail- 
ing vessels has decreased from 33 in 1888 to 11 per cenk& 
in 1906. Commencing with 1855, $19,000,000 has been 
spent on the locks. The Poe Lock, 800 feet long, 100 
feet wide, and having 22 feet of water on the sills, was 
built in the years 1887 and 1896. Gen. Orlando M: Poe 
was the engineer officer in charge of the district from 
1883 to 1895; and E. S. Wheeler the assistant engineer. 
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in local charge of construction work from 1882 to 1897s 


The American canal since 1892 has been deepened ‘to 25° 


feet, and its entrance piers have been extended so ‘that 
its total length at the falls is now 1 3-5 miles. Its width 


is variable, being 500 feet at the upper entrance, 108 feet. 


at the canal gate, 270 feet at the basin above locks, and 
1,000 feet at the lower entrance. The engineer officers in 
past charge of the river improvements were Capt. A. W. 
Whipple, 1858-1861; Col. T. J. Cram, 1866-1870; Major

Our article on the question of sending some of our bat- 
tleships to the Pacific appears to have borne fruit if we 
may judge from the general discussion of the subject in 
the daily papers which has followed. That we correctly 
diagnosed the case is indicated by the apologetic tone to- 
ward the Japanese of what appear to be inspired utter- 
ances of the daily newspapers. In an interview credited 
to Secretary Metcalf, who is in California, he is reported 
as intimating that he considers the opportunity a favor- 
able one for announcing that the battleships will be sent 
around Cape Horn to San Francisco on a practice cruise. 
He is quoted as saying further: “It is the policy of the 
Navy Department to keep the fleet in American waters as 
much as possible. It is also our policy to keep as large 
a number of battleships together as possible. We might 
as well spend the money in American ports as abroad.. In 
the past we have sent squadrons to various European na- 
tions with less advantage than by keeping them at home. 
I have planned this cruise around Cape Horn for the 
practice of the squadron. 
here I cannot say. I can promise the people of Oakland 
and San Francisco that they will see one of the finest 
naval spectacles ever witnessed in Pacific waters.” >: This 
movement of battleships has been unanimously reconm- 
mended by the General Board, of which Admiral Dewey 
is chairman. The feeling of the President is said to be 
that a movement of many battleships at this time to the 
Pacific would be interpreted by Japan as a menace and 
would be likely to exaggerate the differences that the jingo 
element in both countries is trying to fan into war fury.

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RETIREMENTS IN THE NAVY. 

The Navy retiring board, consisting of Rear Admirals 
Robley D. Evans, C. M. Thomas, Asa Walker, R. M. 
Berry and W. H. Emory, with Lieut. Comdr. C. L. 
Hussey as recorder, held an adjourned meeting at the 
Navy Department July 1, and completed its work under 
the Personnel Act providing for annual retirements from 
the line. No announcement was made of the action de- 
cided on until the result had been forwarded to the 
President at Oyster Bay for his approval. Wednesday, 
July 3, the board announced the following retirements:

It is to be noted that several of the above-named offi- 
cers who were compulsorily retired applied voluntarily 
for retirement. This was the case with Lieut. Com- 
mander Mallison and Lieutenants Webster and Mans- 
field. Mallison suffered some years ago the amputation 
of a leg, and Webster has for seven or eight years been 
suffering from a malady which he has persistently tried 
to overcome. Mansfield is being treated for tuberculosis 
at Fort Bayard. The board decided not to allow volun- 
tary retirements except from the grades of captain and 
commander, and so threw out the applications of the 
younger officers. To many of the officers thus retired 
the action of the board will seem a hardship. It is ac- 
cepted that the high rank and personal standing of the 
members of the board is an assurance that their selec- 
tions rest on good and sufficient reasons, the aim being 
the good of the Service, whether the disability of the 
officer taken is due to no fault of his own or otherwise. 
It will be remembered that Captain Davenport was on 
the Nipsic in the storm at Samoa; Captain Bull fell 
while directing work on a Government building at the 
Buffalo Exposition and had both legs broken, and his re- 
tirement is due to these injuries. Commander Col- 
well rendered excellent service at the beginning of 
the war with Spain when he was naval attaché at 
London, and he quickly visited various shipyards and 
bought a number of vessels completed or approaching 
completion on which the countries ordering them had 
failed to make payments and the builders were ready 
to make themselves whole by selling to the United States. 
Lieutenant Webster made an excellent record in the 
Bureau of Navigation, and was Admiral Crowninshield’s 
flag lieutenant on his-last cruise. All the officers retired 
by the board will receive three-fourths the pay of the 
grade higher than their present rank, longevity pay 
prior to retirement being counted. This is the first time 
that the Service has felt the application of the Navy 
Personnel Act up through the grades of commander and 
captain. Hitherto it has been the policy to confine the 
compulsory retirements to the grades of lieutenant and 
lieutenant commander. Secretary Long was first to 
decide to make this the effect of the law, and Secretary 
Morton adhered to the precedent. It is generally re- 
garded that the retiring board has done its work fairly, 
and that the result will be beneficial to the Service. 

Of the officers named above, the captains were retired 
with the rank of commodore, the commanders with the 
rank of captain, the lieutenant commanders with the rank 
of commander and the lieutenants with the rank of lieu- 
tenant commander. 
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RELATIONS BETWEEN POLICE AND ARMY. 
U.S. District Court, S.D. of Florida. 
In Re, Joseph Schlaffer, Habeas Corpus, 


Statement of Case: 

This is a writ of habeas corpus issued upon a petition of the 
commanding officer of the post at Key West, alleging that 
one Joseph Schlaffer, an enlisted soldier of the United 
States Army, was held in the custody of the jailer pf the 
city jail of Key West against the law. Upon the return 
of the writ it was objected by the respondent that the pe- 
tition was not signed by the party alleged to be held in 
custody, but by another person, and should therefore be 
dismissed; but such objection was overruled, and it was 
held that a commanding officer of troops had such interest 
in the presence, custody and control of an enlisted man as 
would justify his signing a petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus, although the soldier held could not be reached to 
sign the same. The soldier then being present in ¢ourt, 
the sheriff answered that he held him by a regular com- 
mitment from the city court, showing that he had been 
regularly tried and convicted for a violation of a city ordi- 
nance, and fined $25, and upon default in payment of same 
was sentenced to imprisonment for sixty days. 

Upon further hearing upon affidavits under oath, there was 
testimony tending to show that before the evening of the 
arrest there had been a raid upon the soldiers prearranged 
and premeditated by the police force; that the soldier had 
been arrested for violation of the city ordinance, neither 
constituting a breach of the peace, nor an injury to person 
or property, namely, urinating upon the sidewalk; that up- 
on the representation of the police he had been fined, and 
in default of payment, was put to work upon the public 
streets of the city. 

In behalf of the respondent it was contended that the civil 
law was supreme, and any soldier was subject to arrest 
and punishment by it, regardless of any duty he owed the 
United States, and notwithstanding his position as an en- 
listed man. In behalf of the petitioner it was contended 
that an enlisted man was not subject to municipal ordi- 
mances and could not be arrested, held and punished for a 
violation of such, relying upon a recited decision of the 
Supreme Court of Utah. Each party relying upon its posi- 
tion as a matter of law, the facts were not very particularly 
inquired into. 

Opinion by Locke, D.J. 
While it is recognized that during times of peace the 
military power in the United States is subordinate to the 





civil, and that an enlisted man is amenable to the statu- 
tory law, and under proper circumstances, and on neces- 
Sary occasions may be subject to arrest and detention 
for the violation of municipal ordinances, the same as 
any civilian, yet, where any punishment is sought to be 
inflicted which tends in any way to interfere with the 
duty he owes the United States as such soldier, the ut- 
most good faith on the part of the civil authorities is 
demanded, and any unjust and unfair discrimination 
against him as a soldier, or departure from the strict re- 
quirements of the law, or any cruel or unusual punish- 
ment, can be as justly inquired into by the Federal 
courts of the United States as it can be in protecting the 
interests of the United States in any matter where its 
necessary governmental agencies are involved. 

While it is legally the duty of the commanding officer 
to see that no unlawful act is committed by soldiers 
under their command, and the rules of war provide for 
proper and sufficient punishment, yet the demands of 
public peace often require that municipal ordinances 
shall be enforced by the arrest of enlisted men. Just how 
far punishment, which results in depriving the Govern- 
ment of the services of its men, may be inflicted is a 
very difficult question. The 59th Article of War provides 
that soldiers shall be delivered up to be tried by. civil 
authorities only when their acts have resulted in injury 
to the person or property of a citizen. The charge upon 
which this man was arrested was in no way claim2d to 
be of an injurious nature to person or property. 

While neither the contention made in this case in be- 
half of the petitioner, that the municipal authorities 
have no legal right to arrest an enlisted man for viola- 
tions of its ordinances, nor the contention in behalf of 
the city that the police powers of the city are supreme 
and that the position of an enlisted man may be ignored 
and rights to his services by the United States disre- 
garded, can be accepted to the full extent either is 
claimed, and while I have no authority or desire to aet 
as a court of review of the municipal authorities, it is 
not considered that it is necessary to inquire fully into 
the exact legal rights of either party, which would be 
found to be a happy medium between their conflicting 
contentions; but the peculiar cireumstances of this case 
satisfy me that it is one in which law and justice re- 
quires that the prayer of the petition be granted and the 
soldier restored to the custody of his commanding officer. 

The relations existing between the police force «and 
the enlisted men, not only at this post, but wherever 
they may be stationed throughout the country, and the 
peace and welfare of the community demand consistent 
and harmonious action, both by the officers in command 
on the one side, and the higher municipal authorities on 
the other, in checking and controlling the forces under 
each. By such concerted action only can the best in- 
terests of the nation and the community be conserved. 

The police of the city are the conservators of the 
peace and the protectors of private rights, but iz is a 
fact too well recognized to need comment that they are 
but men hard worked and subject to temptations and 
passions, and not infallible, and it would not, perhaps, 
be saying too much to say there is no more incontro- 
vertible presumption of a policeman’s always doing his 
duty and nothing more than there is of a soldier always 
strictly obeying the laws. The law and the community 
demand as much from one as the other. The sad resvits 
of such conflicts between such classes is too reec2atj10 be 
overlooked, and in no city should the, soldiers aid police 
be left to assert their imagined rights, or avenge their 
supposed wrongs, but a fair, just and controlling in- 
fluence by the higher powers on the part of both, all act- 
ing in perfectly good faith and with an earnest desire for 
the general good, can alone lead to satisfactory vesults. 

The enlisted man should be as obedient and subser- 
vient to civil law when called upon as he is to military 
law, and the municipal authorities should recognize his 
peculiar conditions and responsibilities and act in har- 
mony and accord with his officers, who are iinaily re- 
sponsible for his presence and well being. 

The enlisted men are within the state and withia the 
city, not in accordance with their own will, but in ac- 
cordance with the orders of their superior officers, to 
whom they are answerable; and although temporarily off 
duty for a short time, they are constantly subject to the 
terms of their enlistment and the orders of their oflicers. 
If absent from the post without leave they are liable to 
be court-martialed and punished for desertion; if drunk 
and disorderly, even while on leave, they are liable to 
punishment under the rules of war, although it be time 
of peace, and it is not considered that they should be 
treated and held in any detention or attempted punish- 
ment, the same as though they were answerable to no 
other power. Their position and the requirements of their 
constant duty demand, in behalf of the national Govern- 
ment from the municipal authorities, such a_ recogni- 
tion of its rights as would accomplish a preservation of 
the peace and the observance of the city ordinances as 
would in no way affect their duties as soldiers.

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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


Changes of troops to and from the Philippine Islands 
and Alaska during the year 1908: As the tour of foreign 
duty of one Cavalry regiment and five Infantry regiments 
expires during the year 1908, it was directed that orders 
issue for their relief as follows: The 1st Cavalry to 
relieve the 3d; the 14th Infantry to relieve the 24th; 
the 23d to relieve the 2d; the 4th to relieve the Sth; the 
7th to relieve the 1st, and the 22d to relieve the 10th, 
the home-coming regiments to take stations as follows: 
The 3d Cavalry, those of the Ist; the 24th Infantry, those 
of the 23d; the 2d those of the 7th; the 8th those of the 
14th; the 1st those of the 22d, and the 10th those of the 
4th. 

Question arose whether the prescribed weight of trig- 
ger pull for rifle and revolver should be changed. It was 
ordered that the officers in charge of the several com- 
petitions be called on for report and recommendations. 

Letter was received suggesting new devices to indicate 
rank of officers, with a view to making the insignia 
harmonious and more easiJy understood. The plan was 
to adopt one bar for second lieutenant, two bars for first 
lieutenant, and three bars for captains; one leaf for 
major, two for lieutenant colonel, and for colonel have 
three leaves or retain the eagle. The rahk device. on the 
sleeves of the overcoat and full dress coat to be as at 
present, except have one braid for second lieutenant, and 
add one for each grade. On account of the expense and 
inconvenience attending such changes, the plan was not 
approved. It was ordered, however, with a view 
to making the Service uniform of officers more distin- 
guishable from that of-enlisted men, that all officers wear 
brown braid on the sleeves of the Service coat, similar 
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to the biack braid now prescribed for General Stafi ‘ai 
cers, the latter to retain the black braid. 


Request was received for amendment of 
governing examination for promotion in several particy. 
lars. It was ordered that in cases where a large number 
of officers are to come before a board at the same time 
authority to employ a stenographer be given; and that 
the requirement that questions shall be prepare; f 
quadruplicate be rescinded.

EFFECT OF GRAFTON’S PUNISHMENT 


If there could be doubt as to the serious danger fro, 
which our troops in the Philippines have been relieved by 
the decision of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the Grafton case it would be dispelled by the extry. 
ordinary statement made by Judge Henry C. Bates of the 
Philippine Court of First Instance and published in the 
Manila papers. This statement is, as it appears, prompted 
by articles appearing in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
Judge Bates denies that he gave an opinion in writing 
in onswer to ‘an inquiry for General Carter by his Jndge 
Advocate. that the military authorities liad full jurisdi::jon 
in the Grafton case and that after giving such an opinion 
he stirred up the civil prosecution. We give him the {y)) 
benefit’ of this denial, which chiefly concerns the officers 


of the:Atmy upon whose authority the statements » iti. 
cised were made. 

Judge Bates further complains of those “who now 
blame him because the law is as it is and he adhere) to 
it in the trial, notwithstanding he did not make the !aw 
and cannot change it.” In this statement Judge PB: tes 
underestimates his ability, for he not only did make the 
law which sent Grafton to jail, but construed it in such g 
spirit of hostility toward his fellow countrymen ordered 
to the Philippines to sustain the executive authority, :s to 
put them in deadly peril and to paralyze their efforis to 
maintain the authority of the Government in conqu:red 
territory. 

Judge Bates says: “I have failed so far to discover an 
individual who has read the records of the trial, including 
the testimony, the findings of fact and the sentence, who 
criticises my action in it except a few who say Gra‘ton 
ought to have been sentenced to death.” As Judge Bates 
has since discovered that the Justices of the United St.tes 
Supreme Court criticise his action, he may perhaps com- 
clude that those who differ with him, after all, constitiiea 
majority on the principle of the one who said, “God and 
myself constitute a majority.” 

The doubt as to the fitness of Judge Bates to hold ju- 
dicial office suggested by the criticism from the Supreme 
Court is strengthened by the manifest impropriety of his 
letter, which we find in the Manila Times. True, the 
letter is addressed to a friend in the United States. but 
the Times states that they have received from its writer 
full permission to publish it. It contains an ex-parte and 
heated statement of the Grafton case, conceived in such 
a spirit of hostility to the military authorities as forever 
to disqualify its author to take part in any judicial pro- 
ceedings to which they are parties. 

The impropriety of a judge descending from the bench 
te argue in the newspapers a case which is with him res 
adjudicata is too manifest to be dwelt upon. To realize 
the heinousness of his offense, it should be. remembered 
that at the time his letter was written the Philippine de- 
cision in the Grafton case was controlling, so that the 
effect and the apparent purpose of Judge Bates’s letter 
was to add further force to the blow he struck at the mil- 
itary authority by stirring up popular prejudice against it. 

The effect of the decision of the Philippine courts 
against Grafton is shown by a statement contained in Cir- 
cular No..18, D. of the Visayas, Iloilo, Panay, P.I., May 
3, 1907. It appears that on the night of April 4, Private 
Claude Swan, a sentinel, challenged a party carrying a 
rifle and on his refusing to halt, fired a shot in the air. In 
return for this courtesy the native shot and so badly 
wounded Swan that he had to have his leg amputzted. 
Asked why he fired into the air, Swan, who is represented 
as a good shot and a man of excellent character, said that 
he “thought of shooting the man at first, which he couli 
very easily have done when he failed to halt, but that he 
also thought of what might happen to him if he should kill 
the native, and he therefore fired into the air, hoping by 
this means to frighten the man into halting.” 

In forwarding a statement of the case, Col. G. K. Mc 
Gunnegle, 1st Inf., after quoting the orders to a sentinel 
from the Manual of Guard Duty, said: “I ask how to 
prevent persons from passing, and to what measures must 
he resort. Uncertainty and doubt prevail throughout our 
camp on this point.” This conundrum was referred t 
Capt. Beverly A. Read, Act. J.A., U.S.A., who gave it up, 
saying at the end of a letter discussing the case: 

First, that under the circumstances as reported by the com 
manding officer, Camp Connell, Private Swan would have )eel 
entirely justifiable in firing upon the native, he having culled 
upon him to halt and once repeated his call; 

Second, a sentinel is authorized to use such force, and 1 
more, as may be necessary to effect his purpose and siioull 
death result from his act he will not be held criminally t 
sponsible provided he is engaged in the proper performant 
of his duty or in carrying out proper orders of an official 
superior and acted in good faith and without malice. In cas 
however, the killing was not done in order to enable the soldie 
to perform his legal duty or the order was illegal, and su¢i 
that a man of ordinary sense and understanding would reco 
nize its illegality, he would not be protected by his positio! 
in the military Service. Of necessity, the amount of force 
be used must be governed by the circumstances of the cas 
What would be proper and necessary in one case would lt 
manifestly excessive and unnecessary in another. For ins‘an¢ 
when assaulted or attempted to be assaulted in the perform 
ance of his duty, a sentinel is clearly authorized to use tl 
necessary force to repel the assault and if in the proper and 
necessary use of force he kill his assailant he is not criminally 
liable. On the other hand, the amount of force necessary 
repel an assault or to effect an. arrest where resistaice * 
made, or to properly carry out his orders in time of dangé. 
disorder, or insurrection of any character, is out of al! pr 
portion to that required to halt an inoffensive trespasser 10! 
time and place of profound peace. 

In conclusion, I wish to add that, while I believe the abov 
is a correct statement of the law on this subject, in view ” 
the remark of the commanding officer, Camp Connell, that 
uncertainty and doubt prevail throughout his command with 
regard to the extent to which a sentinel may go in the per 
formance of his duty and whether or not he will be protected, 
and which uncertainty and doubt seem to extend throughov! 
the Army, so far as my knowledge goes, due to the gener! 
impression as to the facts in the Grafton case, I sugges! thit 
this opinion be referred to the Judge Advocate General @ 
the Army for his review. 

General Mills accordingly referred the question 
Washington, where it will be met by the decision of t! 
Supreme Court in the Grafton case. In his comment Ur 
on the case, General Mills censures Swan for not shootil 
to kill, but qualifies this criticism by this statement : 

The endangering or taking of life is an act of the gravel 
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character and, rightly, must be justified, but soldiers should 
be instructed that, in carrying out their orders, their lawful 
acts in which it is shown that in resorting to force the judg- 
ment of ordinary intelligence was exercised as to the amount 
and character of force used will be sustained by their military 
superiors, and, undoubtedly, also, by the law. 

Some of those who took no part in our effort to secure 
justice for Grafton and the Army now seek to justify 
jheir indifference by the claim that Grafton never was in 
any danger because the President would have pardoned 
him in apy case. Whatever may be true as to this, it is 
unquestionably. the fact, which the remarks of Judge 
Bates emphasize, that the Army was in the gravest dan- 
ger from the hostility to the Army view of this case of 
ibose representing the civil law. We speak with knowledge 
«ben we say that this hostility prevailed in the War De- 
partment, outside of the office of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral. And, as General Sheridan once said, “You cannot 
fight a positive battle with a negative man.” It was 
necessary that the defense of Grafton should be under- 
taken by some one who, as a paid advocate or otherwise, 
was thoroughly committed to the Army view of the law. 
jt was because investigation made this clear to us that 
we responded to the request of officers who brought the 
matter to our attention that we should aid in obtaining 
the money required to secure for Grafton the ablest pos- 
cible defense, instead of leaving him to a lukewarm and 
perfunctory presentation of his defense before the court 
of last resort. The money so generously contributed has 
leon well expended and the result justifies the expendi- 
ture. It is still necessary that we should establish the 
right of our soldiers on foreign soil to the protection guar- 
anieed by the Constitution in the matter of trial by jury, 
hut this will, we hope, come later when the opportunity 
ofters for a legal decision on this point. 

Perhaps it may be found that part of the surplus fund 
can properly be expended for the benefit of Private Swan, 
whose case is stated above. He is clearly a victim of the 
erroneous interpretation of the law by Judge Bates and 
those who sustained the unrighteous decision which the 
Judge undertakes to justify by an appeal to the galleries. 
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AWARDS FOR SHIPS AND ARMOR. 


Saturday, June 29, Secretary Metcalf, just before set- 
ting out for his home on the Pacific coast, made the final 
decision a8 to the type and award of the two Dread- 
noughts, the Delaware and No. 29. The Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company being the lowest bidder, is to build 
the Delaware and the Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
is to build the other. Both are to have steam turbines. 
This action was in accord with the recommendations of 
the contractors rather than of the Construction Board. 

Yo afford fair basis for comparison of the merits of 
the British and American turbine systems, the Secretary 
awarded one contract—that to the Newport News Ship- 
building Company—with the purpose of trying the Brit- 
ish device known as the Parsons turbine. This is condi- 
tioned upon certain modifications by the contractors to 
meet the ideas of the Department, otherwise they must 
build the ship with reciprocating engines under the De- 
partment’s plans. In the first case they will receive $4,- 
090,000, and in the latter case only $3,987,000. The 
contract for No. 29 was awarded to the Fore River Ship- 
building Company, of Quincy, Mass., at $4,377,000, under 
its class 3 bid, providing for the American Curtis turbine. 
The Newport News Company undertakes to build its ship 
in thirty-six months, and the Fore River Company in 
thirty-four and one-half months. 

Each ship will be 510 feet in length and 85 feet abeam. 
The displacement at the time of trials must be 20,000. 
The main armament will consist of ten 12-inch guns, so 
arranged that each gun will have a large arc of train on 
each broadside, The movement to change the name of 
the cruiser New York and call No. 29 the New York is 
believed to be effectually silenced. 

The Secretary was unable to award the contracts for 
building the submarine boats, because of the necessity 
of submitting to the Attorney General a minor point of 
law, but he has decided to accept the report of the 
hoard on construction and the special submarine board in 
favor of the Octopus type of boat, and the $3,000,000 ap- 
propriation will be used to build as many as possible of 
these boats averaging about $300,000 apiece. 

Yn awarding the contracts for supplying armor for the 
two 20,000-ton battleships Secretary Metcalf, with a 
view to giving encouragement to all of the armor produc- 
ing concerns, while insuring to the government the lowest 
possible rates, divided the contract among the three bid- 
devs, The Midvale Company had arranged its bids so as 
to make a special price for what are regarded as the easi- 
est fornis of armor plate to produce, and on the face their 
bid was the lowest for the greater part of the armor. 
This bid was rejected by Secretary Metcalf, and was con- 
sequently rearranged to meet the wishes of the Depart- 
ment, At the same time the Midvale Company was told 
that if it desired to secure a share of the business it must 
reduce its bid to the level of the lowest bidders, which it 
promptly did. 

Consequently, Secretary Metcalf was able to announce 
that he had awarded contracts as follows: To the Beth- 
leiem Company, 3,602 tons; to the Carnegie Company, 
3,545 tons, and to the Midvale Company, 2,230 tons. Class 
A armor at $430 per ton and Class B, C, and D at $400. 
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THH POUGHKEEPSIE RACE. 


It is now learned that the eight-oared crew of mid- 
shipmen, who represented the U.S. Naval. Academy in the 
university rowing contest on the Hudson River on June 
~4, an account of which appeared in our last issue, page 
i202, labored under a greater disadvantage as regards 
wind and water than any other of the contestants, and 
‘heir work, under the circumstances, in getting third 
— out of the seven crews was a remarkably good 
record, 

The following facts concerning the race, not previously 
published, will show clearly the great handicap experi- 
enced by the midshipmen : 

he race was postponed for nearly an hour on account 
of the rough water (much to the surprise of the people 
oo the observation train) due to a south wind blowing 
up the river against a strong ebb tide. The further ef- 
fect of this wind would be to hold back the water in 
inid-river, where the wind was strongest, and permit it 
to run stronger in towards. shore. The rough water had 
not been’ noticeable in the first two races (’Varsity four 
‘nd Freshman eight), because, as there were only four 
and: five boats in those races they did not extend out so 
far into ‘mid-river, and at the two-mile mark, where these 
races started, the course is much nearer the west shore. 
The rough water was not appreciated on the train be- 
cause where they looked down on the water close in 








shore it was smooth, and in the approaching darkness 
and distance the rough water was not noticed. 

When the wind dropped toward seven o’clock the water 
closest inshore soon became smoother, but the swell in 
mid-river caused by contrary wind and tide, augmented 
by the swells from steamers on the side of the course, 
continued very bad. We do not think this was appre- 
ciated on the referee’s boat until that vessel sheered in- 
shore of the Georgetown crew as that crew fell behind, 
and then the great difference between courses No. 1 and 
No. 4 was apparent, and No. 7. was much worse than 
No. 4, as was shown. by the bow of the boat plunging 
through the swell. . With seven crews pulling it is quite 
a distance from the first to the seventh course, and the 
Navy had the outside course. For the first mile, while 
the course was nearer mid-river, and water more equal, 
the Navy crew was leading, pulling thirty-six, and then 
dropping to thirty-four as they had intended: Then, 
with courses No. 1 and 2 (Columbia and Cornell) near 
the shore, and water unequal, they lost to the two and 
one-half mile mark, but as the course drew away from 
the shore again and the water less unequal, they gained 
from there to the finish, pulling the entire last mile at 
38 to 40 when they had only intended to use that stroke 
as a spurt for the last one-quarter mile at the finish, thus 
proving their stroke against heavy odds. 

If the Navy crew had used the ordinary wood wash 
hoards instead of their canvas washboard which is contin- 
uous around the bow they would have undoubtedly not 
done so well as they did. 

In short, the difference in’ water conditions between 
courses 1 and 7 was enough to make more than half a 
minute in time over the course (which would only require 
unequal water one mile, as rough water always makes 
more than a minute difference in time over a two-mile 
course), and if the race had been pulled in equal water 
the Navy would have probably won by 19 seconds, or six 
lengths, and if water conditions had been reversed they 
would have won by more than double that amount. The 
courses were drawn by lot and the Navy unluckily drew 
the worst place. With the wind from any other direction 
than southerly we believe the Navy would have had the 
advantage, and, under the water conditions, the best crew 
won. We believe, however, that the Navy crew was the 
strongest and fastest eight on the river, holding their 
strength and dash to the finish. and it is only fair to them 
that some mention be made of the disadvantages they had 
to contend with.

PULL TOGETHER ON THE PAY BILL. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have read with great interest several excellent letters 
from your correspondents upon the proposed Service pay 
bill. They deal principally with the question of a read- 
justment of pay tables and go very little into the ques- 
tion of an increase. There seems to be a feeling that this 
next session of Congress is a crucial time for such read- 
justment. In this it is believed they are mistaken. The 
time is ripe for increase, but readjustment could never be 
less opportune. The arguments for increase are $87,- 
000,000 surplus in the Treasury—17,000 enlisted men 
short in the Army. This argument is simple. There is 
no man, woman or child in the United States that cannot 
see the point of it. The Service is united on the necessity 
for an increase; the efficiency, the integrity of our Army 
is at stake. The Army cannot be maintained at its pres- 
ent rate of pay. On the other hand, the argument for re- 
adjustment is subtle. The country does not understand it 
and cares nothing about it, the Army is divided on it, no 
group of half a dozen officers can agree upon it. It 1s 
frought with wrangling, hard feeling, jealousies. 

Whatever alleged inequalities or injustices have existed 
for the last thirty-five years can rest for one year more. 
They can even be exaggerated slightly without material 
loss or detriment to the Service. Increase will not affect 
readjustment, readjustment will kill increase. 

Rome was not built in a day. Take what you can get 
when you can get it—increase—and leave the rest—read- 
justment—for next time. The increase carries an annual 
appropriation of $9,000,000. The readjustment costs noth- 
ing. The one is a great national question; the other is a 
small matter of interior economy in the Army. No Army 
legislation in the last forty years, except the Act of 1901, 
compares in importance to the increase. No year passes 
but matters much bigger than the readjustment go through 
as a matter of routine. 
ject in view—look after the big fish and let the small fry 
go. 

Certain officials of the War Department will probably 
be charged with the details of drawing a bill. Whatever 
they decide upon will be a compromise between the con- 
flicting interests. When this is presented to the Secretary 
of War he will probably change it in many details if not 
in its principal features. If this is presented to the Presi- 
dent, to combine with smaller propositions from the Navy 
and Treasury Departments, he may make further modifi- 
cations, to harmonize them all. When the bill gets before 
the Military and the Naval Committees of the House and 
Senate they will still further modify it, and after this it 
must run the gauntlet on the floors of both the House 
and the Senate. 

Keeping this in view, can we not trust those directly 
charged with it to do the best they can under most difii- 
cult circumstances? Will we not learn from our military 
training that every private must follow his squad leader 
and not attempt to fight the battle alone? 

I have mentioned one reason for the increase. There 
are hundreds of others. Won’t some of your readers tell 
them to the Service and to the public? Will they not 
temporarily lay aside internal differences and supply an- 
swers to the great national question :— 

“Why is $13 a month not ample compensation for an 
American soldier?”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The S.S. Relief. built for the Merritt & Chapman D. 
& W. Co., by the Harlan & Hollingsworth Corporation, 
from the plans and under the superintendence of Horace 
See, is one containing an unusual combination of features 
in a single vessel; one where there are found convenient- 
ly grouped together not only those essential for the per- 
formance of her varied, extensive and hazardous duties. 
but also those looking towards the safety and comfort of 
her crew no matter where engaged; a vessel that can be 
economically driven at a speed of 12 knots per hour or 
steam at 10 knots over a radius of 8,000 knots. A com- 
plete description of all the interesting features contained 
in her would take a great deal of time and then would aot 
properly convey an idea of what they are, so the only 
way to obtain a proper conception would be a visit to her 
when she reaches New York from the shipyard. The prin- 
cipal dimensions are: Length over all, 200 feet; breadth, 
moulded, 30 feet; depth, moulded, to main deck, 20 feet. 
Among other things, this vessel has three mess rooms and 
five bath rooms for a crew of fifty-four who are berthed 
in metal bedsteads. <A searchlight is located on the pilot 
house with hand attachment below for its manipulation. 
The running lights are al] connected with an indicator in 
the pilot house. In order to make necessary repairs to 
the vessel itself or to another when on a distant station 
there is a power lathe, a tool grinder, as well as a com- 
plete outfit of other tools, together with air compressors 
for working drills and an electric equipment for illumi- 
nation outside the vessel. 

The filing of bids for the new torpedoboat destroyers 
No. 17 and No. 21, which was required to be made by 
Aug. 1, was this week postponed until Sept. 3 at the re- 
quest of a number of shipbuilders who had bid on the two 
new battleships and spent so much time on the plans and 
specifications for those vessels that they had had no time 
to consider the plans for the torpedoboat destroyers. 

Congzessman Lamar hopes to persuade Congress to 
order the doing of work contemplated, and even begun, at 
the Pensacola Navy Yard, before the Civil War—the 
building of a strong graving dock and of a granite 
breakwater of sufficient proportions to not only protect 
the navy yard from storm damage, but to add to the 
safety of vessels in the harbor in times of stress. In a 
statement published in the Pensacola Journal of June 28, 
Mr. Lamar said: “I visited the navy yard yesterday 
afternoon. The courtesy of Comdr. Hogg in showing 
me around the navy yard, and driving me in a surrey over 
the adjacent territory, enabled me to better understand 
the necessities of the yard. He also gave me blue prints 
of the navy yard. One shows a map of the navy yard in 
1859, with the location and estimated cost of the dock and 
breakwater wall. I will submit these to the Chamber of 
Commerce and ask their co-operation for these matters, in 
my labors at Washington.” 

The United States cruisers Denver and Cleveland spent 
four days at Aden, on their way to join the American 
fleet in Chinese waters. Much hospitality was shown to 
the Americans ashore, and there were a number of enter- 
tainments on board the warships. 

The work of restoring the old U.S. frigate Constitution 
to her appearance at the time of her famous sea fight with 
the Guerriere was completetd at the Charlestown Navy 
Yard, Mass., June 29. Practically every cent of the 
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$100,000 appropriated: for the purpose of restoration has 
been spent, 

The U.S. battleship Nebraska was placed in commis- 
sion at the: naval station on Puget Sound, Bremerton, 
Wash., July 2. She is at present the only battleship. in 
aetive service in Pacific waters. It will be some time yet 
before she will be ready for service, as she is not fully 
equipped and manned. Comdr. R. F. Nicholson has been 
assigned to command her. 

The Naval Board of Inspection and Survey has had a 
large amount of work laid out for it the past week. The 
president of the board is Capt. Richardson Clover and 
there are associated with him Comdrs. Robert Stocker, C. 
C. Marsh and I. S. K. Reeves, with Lieut. Edward W. 
Eberle as recorder. A survey of the Ohio has been in 
progress and it has been decided to order important modi- 
fications of her turrets and gun decks to modernize the 
ship and bring her up to the highest standard of effi- 
ciency. The board will in the next few days survey the 
Columbia at League Island and the collier Sterling at 
Portsmouth. The board has recently completed surveys 
of the San Francisco at the Norfolk yard and also of the 
torpedoboat Wilkes, and the destroyers Worden and Trux- 
tun at the same yard. The board will spend some time 
at Baltimore and New York the coming week on inspec- 
tion duty. 

Fifty-three boys on the Massachusetts nautical school- 
ship Enterprise, on July 4, while at New London, Conn., 
refused to return on board unless better food was given 
them. They were on shore leave, and a despatch from 
New London states that when the cutters arrived at the 
Pequot wharf to take the young men back to the ship 
they refused to go, and sent this ‘round robin” to Capt. 
W. F. Low, U.S.N., the C.0.: ‘‘We, the undersigned 
eadets of the Massachusetts Nautical Trainingship En- 
terprise, refuse to return to the ship unless we obtain 
a written guarantee for better food. We have asked 
several times for it, but have received no satisfaction.” 
The kickers sent four cadet officers aboard at 7:30 p.m. 
to confer with Captain Low and they did not return. At 
9 o'clock, not hearing from the quartet, two more cadets 
were sent to ascertain how things were going. The pair 
returned with the information that they could come 
aboard if they wanted to, otherwise they could go to the 
devil. Many of the cadets slept on the planks of the 
Pequot wharf, while others sought shelter in the Salva- 
tion Army barracks and other charitable institutions. 
The chances are that they will be glad to return on board 
and relish any rations they can get. 

The U.S.S. Tennessee and Washington, special service 
squadron. pars tin Rear Admiral Stockton, arrived on July 
3 at. La Pallice. the port of La Rochelle, and took on 
coal, Admiral Stockton and other officers visited Fort 
Ile -d’Aix through the courtesy of the French officers, 
who showed them the quarters occupied by Napoleon be- 
fore leaving on the Bellerophon for St. Helena. A re- 
ception to Rear Admiral Stockton and the other officers 
was given at the Hotel de Ville by the mayor on July 4. 
A baseball game, played between nines from each ves- 
sel, resulted as follows: Tennessee 17, Washington 4. 
Rear Admiral Charles E. Clark. U.S.N., retired, and 
family have arrived at La Rochelle, and entertained Rear 
Admiral Stockton at dinner on the night of July 4. 

On July 3 the Bureau of Yards and Docks modified 
the specifications for the drydock No. 2 at the Puget 
Sound yard, Bremerton, so as to provide more ample 
drainage and lower the depth of the dock throughout 
part of its length. 

An examination began July 1. at the Naval Medical 
School in the old observatory building in Ww ashington of 
nine candidates for the position of acting assistant sur- 
geon in the Navy. - These applicants comprise the class 
that has been in attendance during the past year at the 
Naval Medical School. They are: Elmer E. Curtis, 
Henry LL; Dollard, Harry L. Smith, William G. Stead- 
man, Frederick D. Chappelear, Myron C. Baker, Dow H. 
Casto, Earle P. Huff, Martin Donelson. Passed Asst. 
Surg. Joseph Anthony Murphy was examined for pro- 
motion to surgeon. The examinations will continue for 
ten days. As in the Army, it appears to be the fact 
that not sufficient inducements are held out to young 
medical students and physicians to enter the Service. 
The necessity for an increase of the pay of the lower 
grades in the Medical Corps will be urged on Congress 
next session. ere are fifty-eight vacancies in the 
Medical Corps of the Navy. and only fifteen candidates, 
including five not named above. 

The second number of the Naval Medical Bulletin ap- 
pears this week with an array of contents that should 
take it at onee to the front rank among medical publi- 
cations. There are special articles on certain phases of 
elephantiasis by P.A. Surgeon Fauntleroy; on the West 
Indian bilharziosis, by V.A. Surgeon Holcomb; on the 
aneurism of the aorta, by P.A. Surg. I. S. K. Reeves, 
and the bronchial asthma of Guam, by P.A. Surg. G. F. 
Freeman... The bulletin is to be issued quarterly. 

- Orders have been issued to reconstruct the Navy hos- 
pital ship Relief, now stationed at the Mare Island yard. 
She will be thoroughly overhauled and rendered thor- 
oughly fit for the purposes of a hospital ship. It is not 
yet decided whether to send her around for use at Nor- 
folk during the building of the naval hospital there or 
not. It is not improbable that the Relief will be kept on 
the Pacific side for the present. 

The gunboat Don Juan de Austria will be turned over 
to the Naval Militia of Michigan for use on the iakes. 
She is 231. feet- long, has 32 feet beam, and 12 knots 
speed. She carries twelve 3-inch guns, and has 20+ tons 
coal capacity, and was captured in 1898 at Manila from 
the Spaniards. The gunboat is now at Portsmouth, 
whence she will start July 17, by way of the St. Law- 
rence, for her new station. The consent of Great Britain 
was obtained to her being sent to the lakes, as under the 
existing treaty neither Government may keep warships 
in those waters without the consent of the other. 

Orders were issued July 3 by the Navy Department for 
the preliminary acceptance trial of the submarine tor- 
pedoboats Octopus and Cuttlefish, which are to begin July 
8 of Newport, R.I. Following their trials that of two 
other submarine torpedoboats, officially known as Nos. 11 
and 12, will be held. 

Capt. A..R. Couden, U.S.N.,. whose term of sea duty 
has expired; is ordered relieved of command of the battle- 
ship Louisiana, and will be assigned to duty as inspector 
of ordnance in the Navy Department. Captain Couden 
is succeeded in command of the Louisiana by Capt. Rich- 
ard Wainwright, president of the. special board appointed 
to revise the curriculum of the Nayal Academy. 

Comdr. James H. Glennon, U.S.N., now on duty in the 
Bureau -of Ordnance,’ has been selected to command the 
gunboat Yorktown, in the Pacific coast waters of Central 
America, The Yorktown’ s commander, Richard T. Mulli- 


gan, has been assigned to duty in the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. He is now engaged in making an investigation for 
the State Department into the case of the Maissant broth- 
ers, who are in prison in San Salvador for alleged parti- 
cipation in political revolutions against the goverment.

Annapolis, Md., July 3, 1907. 
The Noel Construction Company is the lowest bidder for the 
erection of the retaining terrace wall about the front of the 
new chapel. This wall will be of stone, in keeping with the 
massive style of architecture at the Academy. The bid was 
$27,000, and the bid of the nearest competitor, Edward Skip- 
per, of this city, was $27,800. The contract has not yet been 


awarded.

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NOTES OF PARANG. 


Parang, Mindanao, P.I., May 22, 1907. 

Our post seems anything but a quiet outlying district these 
days, with the changes taking place of outgoing and incoming 
troops, arrival of Scouts, exchanging of quartermasters, turn- 
ing over of commissaries to the new commissary officer, ‘‘bar- 
gain sale’’ at the post exchange to close out the old stock of 
goods. Guard mount in the morning is followed by the band 
concert of five selections; battalion parade in the afternoon, 
and with the large number of Moros building the varied im- 
provements, grading the campus, and a general leveling of 
the reservation, makes it seem one of the busiest places on 
this island. 

General Bliss spent May 20 in the post, the guest of Colonel 
Huston. He was accompanied by Major Williamson, who 
visited Capt. Edward S. Walton. Mr. William M. Conner, 
assistant provincial attorney of the Department of Mindanao, 
residing at Zamboanga, has spent this week in Parang con- 
ducting the preliminary examination of the alleged murderers 
of Private McDonald, 19th Inf., who was killed by four Moros 
while he was sick in the post hospital. Mrs. Croft, wife of 
Capt. Edward Croft, of Camp Keithley, is visiting Mrs. My- 
gatt, remaining here until the return of the 19th Infantry to 
the United States. 

According to statistics prepared by the Chief Commissary 
of the division, the Army in the Philippines consumes about 
7,000,000 pounds of fresh meat annually, which is imported 
almost entirely from Australia. Queensland Meat & Export 
Company have received the contract for supplying the Army 
with fresh meat during the next fiscal year. The meat is ad- 
mitted to the island free of customs duties. Our portion of 
this meat comes to us on the interisland transport Seward, 
due here about every three weeks, consequently we find our- 
selves many days without beef or mutton, but sustain life on 
wild hog and deer, brought in by the natives, and occasionally 
an enthusiastic sportsman among the officers will hunt duck 
for the garrison, as did Captain Lawton recently, and most 
every officer’s quarters and company barracks seem to have a 
thriving chicken yard in the rear. 

Capt. Peter C. Field has returned from Manila, and Lieut.

The 13th Infantry will only have a temporary stay in Parang, 
as their tour of duty.in the Philippines ends in the early fall.
